O] SCINTILLATIONS FROM TIRE SHOY-
BUOARD.

“ Dogz-Raboiung.”

This term is a pure tailorism, and one
that—so far as we are aware—has not yet
golten into booke ; and it seems some-
what surprising that a term so ancient and
so generally in use among the * eraft ”’
should not have been moticed hy Dr.
Brewer in his * Dictionary of D’hrase
and Fable,” or even by ** Webster,”

"secing that they both have defined so

many dog-combinations of less note and of
less frequency. There ¢ not—orat least
s not—a single shop-board within the
English realm or the Ameriean union, in
which this term was not as familiar asany
other pertaining to the board, and not to
have known it would have argued tho sub-
Jject of the board unknowing, if not un-
known. The term itsell may be arbitrary
and far-fetched, and its root or origin en-
tirely unknown, but this did not render it
less expressive and of less signilicance
among the Kuights of the ** Thimble and
Bodkin,”* among whom it was an exclusive
monopoly.

If an apprentice placed himsell under
the instructions of a ** jour ' to leamn to
““ build 7' ecoats, he soon discoveied what
dog rabbiting meant ; for that wonld
necessatily be his initiatory, and his future
progress would very much depend upon
the skil! he exhibited in his manipulations
of the dogz-rabbiting of a garment. The
practical interpretation of the term was
capable of expansion and contraction—
that is, was not arbitrarily confined to a
limitedd amount, but sometimes meant
more and sometimes less, according to
circumstances or previous agreement.

When the * job” was *‘opened’” and
the building of the eoat commenced ; dog-
rabiting, to the initiate, meant *‘ piecing
out the facings;’ * seaming up the
sleeves’ and the sleeve-linings, sewing on
the backs and Jappells ; and as he advane-
ed, * stitching the facings,”” padding the
collar and lappells, finishing the sleeves
and felling in the facings, and whatever
clse the jour could throw into his hands
without retarding the work. If he wasan
apt scholar, and his instructor of specula-
tive turn, he would find his hands full—
the great bulk of the labor falling npon
him ; the jour mercly doing the *‘ bast-
ing,”” pressing, forming, and giving the
job the finishing touches, and then draw-
ing the pay ; his insfruction being consid-
ered a just compensation for the labor per-
formed.

In cases of emergency, that is, when
times were ““slack >’ or coats were to be
made on the shortest notice, the job was
thrown into “thirds,” and three men
would work on one garment. In order to
expedite the wmk and play into each
others hands, two would, cach, take &
* forepart,”” and a third would dothe dog-
rabbiting. In eases of this kind dog-
rabbiting included making the sleeves and
collar *‘out-and-out,” piecing ont and
stitehing the facings, and putting in the
facing pockets, and also, by lot or cther-
wise, ** joining up ™ the back seam, sewing
on the eollar and finishing, These last
three operations, however, were difficult
to divide, as only one person could work

on them at the same time, and hence the

labor was alternated, according to previous
agreement.

- When the term dog-rabbiting originated
coats were made without any inside linings,
save the sleeves, and the front part of the
skirts of surtouts, The * facings,”” what
there was of them, were made of cloth.
The introduction of linings throughoat the
entire garment, the amount and kind of
stitching and quiiting required by the de-
mands of comfort, defective form, or fash-
ion, and withal the advent of the sewing
machine have so modified the work of coat
binding, that distinctive dog-rabbitting
has, in a measure, become obsolete, but
the term may still be known and used
among the regular craft everywhere. This
term was mainly, if not cxclusively applied
to coats. In “small jobs,” which included
pantaloors and waist coals (pants and
vests “‘ for short’’) the dog-rabbiting was
very insignificant, if at all applicable. As
it related to that species of work which a
third person could perform, while a firs!
and second were carrying forward the main
job, it could have little or no application
to pantaloons at all, and in waist coats was
limited to *‘piecing out’’ the facings, a
matter of comparatively small acevunt.

The term dog-rabbitling also come to
bo used as an expletive, or a substitute
for a more profane objurgation, “I'll be
dog-rabbited,” being almost as common
and perbaps uite as expressive as “I'll
be dog-goned,”” and both were oftener ab-
breviated than used as a whole. The form-
er objurgation,however, has perhaps had a
currency beyond the domain of the shep
board, whilst the latter has become in a
measur'e, world-wide. 0O, there wasaro
mance ‘“In the days when dog rabbited a
long time ago.” GRANTELLUS.
